To this 
cu stom an ardent prohibitionist, 
who has n~iv er dined there, ob­ 
jects on the grou nd th at gu ests 
go home “befu ddled.” He thinks 
the 
“befu ddlement” 
will 
be 
greater than ev er now that sev ­ 
eral cases of Virgin Islands ru m, 
m anu factu red u nder gov ernment 
au spices, are abou t to be pre­ 
sented to the President. To all of 
which Mrs. Roosev elt replies th at 
wine is serv ed in moderation at 
social fu nctions, bu t th at she 
dou bts “if any one cou ld arriv e 
home in a befu ddled condition 
from w hat he 
drinks a t the 
White Hou se.” 
Between 1920 and 1933, when 
national prohibition was in ef- 
iect, the official White Hou se ta ­ 
ble offered no alcoholic refresh­ 
ments. Prior to th at arid period, 
it had been the cu stom of most 
White Hou se hostesses to serv e 
wine on su itable occasions. A no­ 
table ex ception was Mrs. R u ther­ 
ford B. Hay es, who annou nced 
th at nothing alcoholic wou ld be 
offered du ring her hu sband’s re­ 
gime. Memoirs dealing with th at 
era describe, howev er, the serv ice 
of a frozen ru m pu nch of high 
alcoholic content and great pop­ 
u lar appeal, of which Mrs. Hay es 
seems to hav e remained in ignor­ 
ance. In recognition of her stand 
lor teetotalism, the ladies of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union 
presented 
her with 
a 
handsome golden oak sideboard, 
which reposed in the state dining 
room of the White Hou se u ntil 
the renov ations of the 1900’s 
u nder President Theodore Roose­ 
v elt, when the fu rnishings were 
sold at au ction. 
Inv estigation of the u ltim ate 
fate of the sideboard is said to 
hav e rev ealed th at it stood for 
decades in a saloon on Pennsy l- 
\ania av enu e, where it held the 
thirst-produ cing “qu ick lu nch” 
of the times. After her hu sband’s 
retirem ent from office, the mem­ 
bers of the W. C. T. U. presented 
a fu ll-length portrait of Mrs. 
Hay es to the 
gov ernment. It 
hangs in a corridor of the White 
Hou se, where the observ ant v is­ 
itor can still detect, on the bosom 
of the maroon brocade dress, the 
white ribbon of that ev angelical 
organization.

Ten deaths were attribu ted, 
directly and indirectly , to the 
high waters. Fiv e persons were 
missing in Virginia. 
Thou sands were driv en from 
their 
homes. 
Tu rgid 
water 
lapped at the doors of bu siness 
hou ses and crippled into resi­ 
dential cellars. 
Bu t, barring fu rther heav y 
downpou rs, prospects were for 
only light damage in contrast to 
the catastrophic floods of 1936 
and Janu ary of this y ear.
